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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to communication: Amendment filed on 10/14/04. 
This action is made final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-10, 12-14 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Nusbicked et al., US# 6,1 19,1 13. 

As per claims 1, 7, and 10, Nusbicked et al. teaches "recording a unique identifier 
to each of a plurality of storage media issued" (see abstract) "a database for storing and 
managing the identifiers" (see col. 2, lines 64-67 and col. 3, lines 1-15) "reading the 
recorded identifier from any of said storage media" (see col. 8, lines 55-67) "said 
reading means against said identifiers managed in said database" (see col. 8, lines 45- 
67) "the storage medium identified by the checked identifier depending on a result of the 
check by said checking means" (see col. 4, lines 66-67 and col. 5, lines 1-22). 
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As per claim 2, Nusbicked teaches "said identifiers, right information which 
denotes services available to said storage media identified by said identifiers" (see col. 
6, lines 21-46). 

As per claims 3-4, these claims are rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claims 1-2, and are similarly rejected. 

As per claim 5, Nusbicked teaches "content data storing means for storing a 
plurality of content data items" (see col. 2, lines, 64-67 and col. 3, lines 1-14) "allows 
relevant content data to be downloaded from said content data" (see 3, lines 49-67, 
whereas Nusbicked's Web server and HTTP compatible product, clearly illustrate the 
ability to upload and download data in a fashion similar to applicant's claim language. 

As per claim 6, this claim is rejected on grounds corresponding to the arguments 
given above for rejected claim 5 and is similarly rejected. 

As per claims 7-8, these claims are rejected on the grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claim 1 and are similarly rejected. 

As per claim 9, this claim is rejected on grounds corresponding to the arguments 
given above for rejected claim 1 and is similarly rejected including the following: 

-Nusbicked teaches "Judging means forjudging whether or not the 
corresponding right information indicates permission to download . . ." (see col. 4, lines 
3-45, whereas the Nusbicked's web browser include the capacity to indicate whether 
information indicates permission to transfer in a manner claimed by the applicant). 

As per claim12, this claim is rejected on grounds corresponding to the arguments 
given above for rejected claim 1 and is similarly rejected including the following: 
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-Nusbicked teaches "a management server . . . storing means . . ." (see col. 3, 
lines 49-65). 

As per claims 13-14, Nusbicked teaches "update information creating means . . . 
updating authentication information stored . . ." (see col. 2, lines 2-17). 

As per claims 26, this claim is rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claim 1 and is similarly rejected. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 10/14/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

--As per applicant's arguments regarding "Nusbicked fails to teach or suggest 
service offering means for offering a service to the storage medium identified by the 
checked identifier . . .", examiner maintains that Nusbicked's location means for data 
files and its ability to include records with unique identifier, reads on applicant's use of 
the phrase "service offering means for offering a service to the storage medium. 
Whereas Nusbicked's identifiers can be associated with a storage medium in a manner 
similar to applicant's claim language. 

-As per applicant's arguments regarding "applicant submit the 'identifier' 
disclosed in Nusbicked is different from recording a unique identifier to each of a 
plurality of storage media . . .", examiner maintains that Nusbicked's "identifier" element 
is unique to each database record, which include media information and therefore reads 
on applicant claim language of recording a identifier to a plurality of storage media. 
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-As per applicant's arguments regarding "Nusbicked fails to teach or suggest 
checking the identifier read from the storage medium against said identifiers stored in 
said database . . .", examiner maintains Nusbicked's teachings of identifiers relating to 
database records reads on applicant's claim language above. Whereas Nusbicked 
database record has the capacity to include data for checking identifiers.
